Provided always, and be it Enadfed, That it fhall not be lawful

dilcharged. 

And be it further Enabled, That it fliall not be lawful to traverff 
.any. fuch Prefentment. 

And be it further Enabled, That the feveral Treafurers of the 
reipeblive Counties and Counties of Cities as aforefaid, fliall collecl 
and receive the faid feveral Sums, and lodge . the fame with the 
Colleblor of His Majefty’s Revenue for fuch County or County 
of a Citv, .or in cafe ftich County fliall be divided into Two or 
more Diftrifls, with Two or more Colleblors, then with the Col- 
leblor of that Part of fuch County in which the County Town is 
fltuate.; and every fuch Colleblor fliall and he is hereby required to 
give a Receipt for all Sums of Money that fliall be fo lodged with 
him as aforefaid; and llich Receipt fliall be lodged among the Re- « 
•cords of Inch County, and fliall be a Difcharge and Acquittance to 
Inch County for all fuch Men that fliall be thus raifed for the 
'jf'ime for which they fliall be enrolled to ferve as aforefaid; uiilefs 
Vacancies fliall occur by Death or Defertioii, in which Cafe it 
fliall and may be lawful for the faid feveral Colonels or other 
Commanding Ofticers to procure and enroll from Time to 'Fime,

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for the Refitkie of the faid Period of Years, Siibkitutes to fill any 
Vacancies that may happen by Death or Defertion, and pay to fncli 
Subftitute a Sum not exceeding 'for eacii 

iVIan, out of the Stock Purfe of the faid Regiment; and the fevei-al 
Grand Juries, at the refpedtive enfuing Affizes fhall, on the Certifi- 
cate of fnch Colonel or other Commanding Officer, Rating the 
Death or Defertion of fuch Man or Men, in like Manner j>refent 
the faid Sum or Sums of Money to reimburfe the f:iid Colonel or 
other Commanding Officer, 

And be it further Ena6led, That each and every fiich SubRitute 
Rialland he is hereby required to take and Ribfcribe the Oath fol- 
lowing:

“ George the Third, and that I will faithfully ferve in

And every Rich SubRltute, after having taken and fubferibed 
fuch Oath as aforefaid, fhall be deemed and taken to be a Militia 
Man as fully as if he had been chofen by Ballot, and fhall be liable 
to be called out and to ferve as fuch, and Riall be fubjedt to the 
feveral Laws refpedting the Militia of Ireland to all Intents and 
Purpofes whatfoever. 

And be it further Enadred, That if any Colonel or other Com- FaK; Re- 
manding Officer of any County or County of a City in Ireland fhall 
make any untrue Return to the Office of the Secretary of the Lord 
Lieutenant, or to the Grand Jury of the County to which his Regi- 
ment belongs, every fuch Colonel or other Commanding Officer 
fhall forfeit and pay the Sum of Irifh Currency, 

-for every fuch Offence. 

And be it further Enabled, That this Adi may be varied, altered, Aifl varied 
■or repealed, bv any A6h to be made in this Seffion of Parliament.
